Football — Season of 1938 

When football practice opened in September for the season of 1938, it dawned upon Redbird pigskin 
followers that Coach Jackson, and his assistant Henry Holt, had a big task in molding a formidable squad 
out of the material at hand. The reason : eleven lettermen of the previous season were gone and new men 
had to be developed. The task was made somewhat easier by the fact that four lettermen of the previous 
season were on hand. They were Tackwell, Schwartz, Matthey and Kuhn. The boys who came through 
and earned positions were mainly reserves of the preceding season. In this group we found Wayne Vahle, 
Diaz, Lewis, Drake, Schreiber, Lazar, Redmond, Aulabaugh, Osborne, McCaskill, Patterson. Many 
other boys got into the line up during the season but the preceding list was the group of “old dependables.” 

The first game of the season was played under the lights on our field on the evening of September 
30. Our opponents came from Auburn — a relatively small high school from the Springfield area. They 
had a team of ten veterans and one of these — named Yasinski — hopped, jumped, and leaped to three touch- 
downs which sunk us 20-0. Our inexperienced team looked pretty green and many predicted a disastrous 
season for our Redbirds. 

Edwardsville Tigers with claws all sharpened rolled into town in time for a game October 7- The 
dope sheet called for a Tiger victory due to one Tiger poison man — Edgar Henke. The “brute” did manage 
to snag a pass close to the goal line and fall over for the touchdown that brought the Tigers a 6-6 dead- 
lock for the evening. Vahle had scored a touchdown for the Redbirds early in the second quarter. Lack 
of experience cost us this game and no team slipped over any touchdown passes similar to this one during 
the remainder of the season. This game showed what a whale of a difference one week’s practice had done 
the Redbirds. 

Redbird invasion of foreign territory occurred October 14 at Wood River. The Oilers were enjoying 
a “homecoming.” They had tied Granite City and defeated Collinsville. A decided under-dog the 
Redbirds dug in and when it was all over the Oilers had been wrecked, a homecoming had been ruined as 
far as Wood River was concerned, and the Jackson men again threatened to do conference damage before 
the season was to end. Score 20-0. 

East Side’s Flyers flew into Alton on October 21, and almost won a football game. Alton fumbled 
on the 23 yard stripe on our first play and East Side recovered and were never stopped until a touchdown 
resulted. A little later East Side punted but Kuhn blocked it and as it rolled goalward a race by Tackwell 
and Diaz was won by Chuck and when 2 yards from the goal line he picked up the ball and stepped into 
the end zone for 6 points. Kuhn place kicked the winning point and in the third quarter Redmond scored 
to make the margin comfortable. Score 13-6. 

Belleville — Conference Champions for 1938 — was the scene of a Redbird invasion on October 28. 
The Maroons had a most heavy squad for a high school team — they played good football — they got all 
the breaks of the game — and they steamrollered us into a 32-6 submission. Penalties against Redbirds 
at inopportune times helped score two Belleville touchdowns. The Redbirds scored as result of a blocked 
punt. 

Collinsville dropped into Alton on Thursday, November 3, and with less than two minutes left to 
play was leading 7 - 6 . Schwartz received an almost impossible pass but was downed 10 yards short of the 
goal. Three cracks at the Kahok defense netted the winning touchdown in the most thrilling game of the 
conference season. Score 12-7- 

The Redbirds went to Venice and stopped Madison in their own den on Thursday, November 10. 
The final count read 28-0. Coach Jackson used every player who made the trip at sometime during the 
game. 

Granite City upset the Redbirds there on Friday, November 18. It was late in the fourth quarter 
when Granite scored, but one touchdown was plenty for them. Alton suffered some by fumbles but 
Lazar was rushed on passes by Granite until we failed to get to paydirt. Late in the second quarter the 
Redbirds were on the 1 yard line after a 44 yard march. Then the whistle man put an off-side on us and 
Granite succeeded in stopping our touchdown march. Score 0-6. 


Army EATS Snow Turkey Day. The Redbird' Western clash on Thanksgiving Day was played 
on a snow covered field which was also being swept by a fierce gale. About 1500 fans braved the elements 
and watched a seesaw battle with neither team able to get away any runs on the snowy field. Kuhn 
held the edge on punts. The Redbird line charged continually for that break— a blocked punt. Western — 
due for a win — had expected their backfield to wreck Alton High. They couldn't get going. Late in the 
3rd quarter Western was slow enough or Alton fast enough for Diaz to block a punt. When the ball 
stopped rolling it was in the end zone with Stan Matthey on top of the ball. Six points were plenty to 
give the Jackson coached Redbirds a string of eight successive victories over Western in his ten years of 
coaching Alton High football. This victory concluded a successful season. Score 6-0. 

In conference play Alton tied for 3rd and 4th with Granite City. Redbird conference players were: 
Tackwell, center for second year; Schwartz, end, first year; Kuhn, tackle, first year.

This win was 
contagious and the next night we slipped by Belleville 17-16. These wins were soon forgotten as East 
Side, Granite and Wood River each upset us. In our first tournament game we took the measure of Venice 
for our last win of the season with a 24-16 score. Then came Wood River and the final whistle found 
the Redbirds trailing 23-13. As you well know the OILERS went on to Champaign and came home with 
3rd place in the State tournament. Another team on the Redbird schedule to get through to the State 
tournament was Gillespie.
